TRADE-IN VALUES 


Dealers in Cleveland 
Adopt System of 
Appraisals 


By HAROLD G. McCOY 
LEVELAND, March 27.—Deliy- 
eries of new and used cars in 

the Cleveland district during 1928 
will exceed records of every other 
year, according te predictions 
made at the annual meeting of the 


Cleveland Automobile Manufac- 
turers and Dealers Association. 


These sales will be made on a basis 
which is new to the automotive trade 
here, a basis which will allow for 
profits which have never before been 
realized. 

This will be due to new knowledge 
of used dcar values and a new sys- 
tem of appraisals which will bar for- 
ever the bogy of used car losses. 
It will also be a basis in which the 
owners of used cars will get fair 
values for their trade-in cars, but no 
more. No longer will excessive used 
car values be allowed to stimulate 
new car sales. The dealers are 
agreed upon this point. 

These new principles in automo- 
tive sales were @iscussed at length at 
the annual meeting at which G. G. 
G. Peckham, president of the Ohio 
Buick Company and president of the 
association, presided. 

“It was freely predicted that new 
car deliveries this year in Cleve- 
land would exceed records of all 
previous years,” Herbert Buckman, 
executive manager of the associa- 
tion, explained. 

“The motor merchants present ex- 
pressed the resolution that these 
cars would be sold, and that old 
ones, where necessary, would be ac- 
cepted in part payment on a basis

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Bus Rights | 
OR some months the state of New Jersey has labored 


under a law which gives motor buses on the highway 
the right of way over other classes of vehicles. Knowing 
the sinister influences which seem to play so large a part 
in the transportation and political life of this state it is 
not hard to guess the origin of such a law. 

The Automotive Daily News yields to none in its belief 
in the future of the motor bus as a major agency of trans- 
portation in this country. This newspaper believes that the | 
development of bus transportation today just a faint 
foreshadowing of what is to come. 

But however important the motor bus may become 
in our national life, there is no reason within the bounds 
of common sense for giving the individual vehicles right of 
way over other users of the highways. Because of the size, 
weight and power of the motor bus, its operation should 
be surrounded by every possible safeguard. No law 
which operates on the use of other vehicles in the inter- 
ests of the common safety should be relaxed in favor of 
the bus. Properly operated there is no reason why motor 
buses should be any more dangerous than ordinary pas- 
senger cars, but given a general right of way over other 
vehicles, it is conceivable that the bus might become a 
frequent source of accideng. 

Assembly bill No. 34 is now before the New Jersey | 
Legislature, its purpose being to amend this iniquitous state | 
of affairs. The bill, we understand, has passed the lower | 
house, has ‘been amended in the Senate, and must be 
returned to the house for concurrence. It is to be hoped | 
that no time will be lost in making this bill a law and_/| 
returning motor buses to the same status of highway rights | 
enjoyed by other classes of vehicles.

Everybody has to take | 
in these cars; everybody has the job | 
of selling them again at the best! 


| possible figure. A lot of us seem to} 


overlook, however, that many’s the 
used car worth no more than $50, | 
which in the course of a year is 
traded in for this amount three or | 
four times, so that it is used to cut | 
new-car prices by $150 or $200. 

Is there any way to prevent this 
sort of thing? There certainly is. 
Used cars priced at above $300 are | 
usually sold on the time-payment 
plan, so that if a man buys one of 
them, we are pretty sure it will not 
come back to plague us for a year, | 
except by repossession. But cars 
sold for smaller amounts are often 
bought for cash, and in not a few 
cases, with the intention of profit- 
ing by trading them in when buy- 
ing a new car. 

The remedy for this conditon is 
undoubtedly that wherever a used 
car can be junked it should be. 
The sewing machine people, who 
also have to trade-in old equip- 
ment in the great majority of 
their sales, certainly don’t re- | 
market the out-of-date equip- 
ment.
